Damage  by  the  8torm 

Tbe  rainfall  accompanying  the  north¬ 
east  storm  which  struck  this  place  yes¬ 
terday,  waa  the  heaviest  recorded  here 
in  many  years.  Second  Rivet  over¬ 
flowed  its  banks  in  several  (daces.  The 
cellars  of  the  Brick  Row,  on  Bloomfield 
Ave.,  were  flooded  and  several  small 
buildings  werre  released  from  their 
moorings  and  floated  away.  The  arch 
bridge  over  Bloomfield  Avenue  and 
Franklin  Street  waa  not  large  enough  to 
carry  off  the  large  volume  or  water. 

The  heavy  rain  yesterday  caused  the 
water  to  back  up  and  flood  the  cellar  at 
Thou.  Oakes  *  Co’a  woolen  mills.  Two 
of  the  main  belts  were  taken  away  to 
save  them  from  destruction,  and  busi¬ 
ness  was  suspended  at  5.30  P.  M.  The 
weaving  department  was  also  partly 
flooded.  Tbe  water  has  subeddea  and 
work  was  resumed  this  morning. 

About  $400  damage  was  caused  by  the 
storm  at  the  Diamond  Mills  Paper  Com¬ 
pany.  The  dirty  water  caused  that 
amount  of  damage  to  white  paper. 

Hayden's  mill  on  Bloomfield  Avenue, 
Glen  Ridge,  was  also  flooded  with  water. 
Several  large  belts  were  cut  and  re¬ 
moved  to  a  place  «f  »fety. 

Township  Committee.

They  shotdd  be  the  one*  to  con¬ 
sider  the  cost,  the  number  and  quality 
of  light  when  the  plan  of  fighting  is 
completed.  Chairman  Stout  will  call  a 
meeting  of  citizens  to  discuss  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  the  number  of  lights  and  the 
amount  the  Committee  should  expend 
for  this  purpose.
